even to the forging of the name of 
the inspector, and with the forged 
permit obtains the alcohol. 
This he 
dilutes and prepares for the 
trade 
that is looking for “something with 
a kick in it.” 
One manufacturer of perfum es in 
New York obtains several hundred 
barrels of alcohol in a month, the of­ 
ficials said. 
One forgery of a permit 
of this m anufacturer would give the 
forger a plentiful supply when it is 
considered that the alcohol m ust be 
diluted 
In Chicago the forgeries are 
carried on to obtain whisky. Instead 
of forging the perm its of manufac­ 
turers who use alcohol in their plants, 
the forgers are obtaining the whisky 
on forgeries of permits issued to san­ 
itariums and physicians.

• *rved with books, and the majority of these are dwellers in remote rural districts. 
Extension of the county library system in co-operation with existing library agencies is 
intended in the movement, that these persons mayJiave ready access to the best of books. 
The county system through branch libraries set up in the far-distant towns and hamlets 
and by the book wagon media has been proved the most thoroughly efficient method of 
car bg fee the? reading needs of a rural people. The book wagon, now regarded as an

to productivity; books to allay the suffering of soldier sick in hospitals; books on 
the m erchantm an to shorten seemingly interm inable days at sea; to coast guardians 
to brighten empty hours of ceaseless vigils; books as eyes fo r the sightless; books w here 
Hone are; books for every purpose: “Books for Everybody.” 
T hese are the purposes of the E nlarged P ro g ram which the A m erican L ibrary A sso­ 
ciation in co-operation with existing libraries has adopted to prom ote good reading and 
universal self-education through books and libraries by creating a public sentim ent that 
w ill adequately support existing libraries and cause libraries to be established w here 
cone now exists. 
O pening new avenues to knowledge through toe m edia of libraries by 
m aking known the power th at lies w ithin the printed pngr: is the underlying m otive of 
this m ovem ent which will be supported by a fund of $-.000,000 now being raised by 
personal appeal of librarians, library trustees and friends o f libraries ra tn tr than by 
resort to the usual intensive drive or cam paign m ethods.

T he Am erican L ibrary A ssociation, an organization 44 years old, w itn which 4 X 
librarians are affiliated, recognized w ith the w a rs end tile reed s of people n the. i rn ted

m ent, assum ed the responsibility for supplying reading m atter to the arm y and navy. 
It established camp libraries, provided librarians an d books, follow ed the fighting forces 
overseas, and accom plished during a brief tw o years the distribution of m ore than 
7,000,000 books to service men. 
The arm istice did not end its work, however. 
T here was a need for useful books to discharged service men that the Am erican 
L ibrary A ssociation met. 
Those returning were placed in touch w ith home libraries, or 
w here these w ere inaccessible a direct-By-niail book service is being m aintained. 
Gen­ 
erous assortm ents of books are being sent to disabled veterans in hospitals, to men in 
the m erchant m arine, and to lighthouse keepers and coast guards. 
T he new Enlarged 
Program purposes the expansion of this service, and m ore. 
Any ex-service m an w ho has not access to a free library may borrow books directly 
by w riting to A. L. A., 24 W est 39th Street, N ew Y ork City. 
T here are 60,000,000 persons in .the U nited S tates totally w ithout o r only partially 
nerved with books, and the m ajority of these are dw ellers in rem ote ru ral districts. 
E xtension of the county library system in co-operation w ith existing library agencies is 
intended in the movem ent, that these persons may Jiave ready access to the best of books. 
T he county system through branch libraries set up in the far-distant tow ns and ham lets 
and by the book w agon m edia has been proved the m ost thoroughly efficient m ethod of 
fez tf.e^reading needs of a rural people. 
T h e book w agon, now regarded as an 


extrem ely desirable u n it of the system, is a rolling library on w heels which brings books 
to those who cannot go to books. 


T he w ork of A m ericanization, w hich has received im petus from the w ar, will be 
considerably augm ented by th at phase of the E nlarged P ro g ram w hich purposes to pro­ 
m ote better citizenship am ong 15,000,000 new com ers to o u r shores. 
T he reading of 
books on A m erican aim s, ideals and traditions will be encouraged, as will the printing 
of m ore reading m atter on these subjects in foreign languages to attain this end. 


Technical libraries in industrial plants, com m ercial and m ercantile institutions will 
be fostered in the E nlarged Program th at w orkers in all pursuits shall have adequate 
advantages fo r self-enlightenm ent w ith books which directly appertain to th e w ork in , 
which they are engaged. In this effort the A. L. A. w ill act w ith the Special L ibraries 
A ssociation and w ith those employers interested in g reater efficiency am ong tneir em­ 
ployes. 
T he reading of technical books w hich now 
have places on shelves of public j 
libraries likewise will be encouraged. 


A nother im portant object which the m ovem ent purposes to attain is the printing of 
m ore books for the blirtd in the new, uniform Braille type. T here are now (ess than 
200 volum es in th is type available to tlje 75,000 sightless in this country.
